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Edinburg  High  School 


There  were  a  number  of  privately  owned  schools  in  and  around  Edinburg  over 
a  period  of  years  after  "The  War  Between  the  States”;  but  it  seems  that  the 
first  public  school  was  established  here  in  1876  and  the  construction  of  the 
building  was  largely  financed  by  a  public  lottery. 

This  building  was  a  frame  building,  well  built,  and  stood  on  the  hill  above 
the  Edinburg  Garage.  The  orginal  building  was  about  54ft.  x  60  ft.  and 
contained  four  rooms,  though  only  three  were  used  for  several  years.  In  1914 
four  more  rooms  were  added.  This  building  was  used  continuously  until  1933 
when  the  present  building  was  occupied.  The  old  building  was  later  torn  down 
and  used  by  the  County  School  Board  for  repair  work  in  the  county. 

The  school  session  of  1876-1877  was  under  the  direction  of  William  H.  Miller, 
Principal;  P.  Kibler,  First  Assistant,  and  Mrs.  B.B.  Coates,  Second  Assistant. 

The  program  was  divided  into  three  grades,  the  first  being  the  highest.  The 
trustees  of  the  school  were:  Samuel  Smucker,  President,  Samuel  M.  Lantz,  and 
Joseph  Comer.  A  total  of  163  pupils  were  enrolled. 

A  great  deal  of  credit  for  fine  teaching  on  the  part  of  a  very  estimable 
gentleman  who  made  a  deep  impression  upon  the  lives  of  those  whose  privilege 
it  was  to  come  under  his  influence  belongs  to  the  late  Professor  J.  Monroe 
Hottle  who  conducted  private  classes  for  a  number  of  years.  There  are  still  a 
number  in  the  community  who  have  through  the  years  reflected  the  thoroughness  of 
his  teaching  and  the  high  standards  of  living  he  sought  to  inculcate  among  his 
students . 

The  present  school  building  was  constructed  in  1932-1933  and  was  the  first 
of  the  high  school  buildings  to  have  a  gymnasium.  Since  the  first  session  of 
1933-1934  in  the  new  building  the  school  has  expanded  and  all  the  "chicken 
house"  has  been  converted  into  class  rooms.  A  new  and  complete  agricultural  and 
farm  shop  building  was  built  in  1943-1944.  In  addition  to  the  student  classes 
we  now  have  the  farm  machinery  repair  classes,  junior  farm  group,  and  veterans’ 
classes . 

The  high  school  department  was  established  in  1906  with  Mr.  C.  V.  Shoemaker 
as  principal.  The  community,  we  feel,  has  a  right  to  feel  proud  of  the 
graduates  of  the  school  over  the  period  of  years  since  the  first  class  of  1909. 
Many  have  made  good  in  the  professions  and  above  all  its  graduates  have 
contributed  toward  a  richer  living  and  a  higher  standard  of  citizenship.
